' Zambia Puts Forces on Alert 
In Reply to Rhodesian Threat

JOHANNESBURG, May 16 
(THT).—In two dramatic develop- 
ments in southern Africa today, 


᾿ President Kenneth Keunda of 


Zambia announced that he had 
put his army on full alert for a 
“state of war” with neighboring 
Rhodesia, while President Samora 
Machel of Mozambique indicated 
he opposed any peace initiatives 
to settle the disputes in Rhodesia 
and South-West Africa, 

‘The announcements by two Key 
African states were seen as serious 
blows, although τοῦ total set- 
backs, to the latest Western- 
backed plans to peacefully es- 
tablish black majority ruie in the 
two white-ruled southern Afri- 
can territories, both under guer- 
rilla assault. 

The moves also come just four 
days before the meeting in Vienna 
between Vice-President Mondale 
and Prime Minister John Vorster 
of South Africa, a crucial meet- 
ing designed to gain final South 
African support for the peace 
efforts. 

Mr, Eaunda made his an- 
nouncemen; at a press conference 
in Lusaka this morning, declar- 
ing. “I wish to tell all Zambians 
today that we are in a state of 
war with Rhodesia, We will fight 
and I have already directed all 
my boys to shoot any Rhodesian 
pianes on sight using Zambian 
air space.” 

The Zambian leader also said 
he had appealed to “friendly na- 
tions” for support and arms, 
and made official requests to the 
United States and Britain to help 
block the operations of oil com- 
panies supplying Rhodesia, 

Zambian Commitment 


Zambia has long provided bases 
for Rhodesian guerrillas from the 
Bimbabwe African Peanle’s 
Union (ZAPU), one of ὑπὸ libera~ 
tion movements involved in the 
Tour-year-oki war. But this is the 
Tiret time Zambia has committed 


its own troops, which number 
about 10.200 im the the army, air 
force and paramilitary units. 

The commitment br Zambia, 
until recently one ofthe more 
moderate of the five frontline 
African states. will make the 
449-mile border even more dif- 
ficult to defend for Rhodesia’s 
already stretched troops. 

Mr. Kaunda’s declaration ap- 
pears to have been trigsered in 
part br 8 warning from Rheesin, 
transmitted m a letter br Britisa 
Foreign Secretary David Owen, 
that Rhodesia might attack 
guerrilla camps in Zambia. 


Ascoclated Pree

The Zambian President suid 
Mr. Owen informed him that 
Prime Minister Ian Smith of 
Rhodesia claimed intelligence re- 
ports indicated ZAPU planned a 
major new offensive against 
Rhodesia. Mr, Smith warned 
Mr. Owen that his troops might 
have no alternative but to Jawneh 
preemptive strikes acainst the 
ZAPU bases in Zambia. 

Mr. Owen's letter said: “He 
Smith] asks me to use my gnect 
Offices with you to prevent the 
escalation which he believes coud 
jeopardize cur efforis to promote 
1 political settlement.” 


Rhodesian offictals said this 
afternoon that “no threat should 
have been uuplied." and that the 
message was only aimed at 
“averting a situation that mizht 
jeopardize current negotiations.” 

However, at the same time. a 
government sp2kesman announc- 
ed that Rhodesian troons hare 
crossed into neighboring Bots- 
wana three times this year on 
either pre-emptive or retaliatorr 
raids. ZAPU guerrillas are also 
based in Botswana. 

A military official ako con- 
firmed that about 50 Rhodesian 
soldiers briefly confronted 8 
Botswana police patrol today at 
an unspecified location inside the 
Botswana-Rhodesis border. He 
charged that the Botswana police 
were “shielding” guerrillas who 
recently raided western Rhodesia. 

Mr. Kaunda did leave the door 
open for we of the Zambian 
capital as a conference cen.er 
for the British-U.S. nezotiating 
team involved in the effort to 
Settle Rhodesia’s 11-year-old con- 
stitutional crisis, but he added 
that negotiations would have to 
be conducted “within the frame- 
work of a war situation.” 

In Maputo, the Mozambique 
Jeader used even stonzer languaca 
in referring to peace €fforts. At 
the opening of a special United 
Nations conference on southern 
Africa. Mr, Machel told almost 
500 delegates: “We believe it is 
a misiake to speak of pearcful 
solutions when there is war.” 

The Mozambique leader added 
that he opposed any guarantees 
of rights for minority whites, 
which he said would “preserve 
colonialism.”

PLO Asks U.S. Clarification 
Over Palestinian Homeland

BEIRUT. May 16 (N¥YT:.—The 
Faiestine Liseration Organiza- 
ton views President Carter's con- 
cept of a Palestinian homeland 
as “an importanc contribution to 
a just and durable peace in the 
Middle East” but would like some 
details. 

“We annreciate President Car- 
ter's position on a Palestinian 
homeland as a step forward and 
we hope that ft will be put into 
practice." Mahmoud Labadi. a 
spokesman for the PLO. said in 
an interview here today. 

This was the first statement by 
the PLO since Mr. Carter's 
recent meetings with the leaders 
of Syria and Jordan. It was 
from those meetings that the con- 
cept of a Palestinian homeland 
nppeared as a cardinal point of 
US. policy for a Middle East 
peace scttlement.

His refusal of federation with 
Jordan was categorical and aimed 
to cut speculation in Washington 
on a formula which might even- 
tually prove acceptable to the 
Israelis. 

Acceptable Plan 

He said, however, that the PLO 
would agree to a reported plan 
for a Palestinian state on the 
West Bank and the Gaza Strip, 
occupied by Israel in the Six-Day 
War of 1967. 

“We are for the establishment 
of a Palestinian state on any 
inch of liberated or evacuated 
territory of Palestine,” M. Labadi 
said. 

He stressed that the question 
of 8 homeland was really 2 false 
issue. 

“We have a homeland—Pates- 
tine-—but what we need is a 
state. which includes a place to 
live in, a government, identity,” 
he said. 

The majority of Palestinians 
are suspicious of Mr. Carter's 
words about a homeland because 
of 30 rears of unfulfilled prom- 
ises, Mr. Labadi said. 


Refugee Camp Feared 

The Palestinians fear that it 
could mean merely a place to 
live. 2 sort of magnified refugee 
camp. without sovereignty. 

The PLO, however, is ready to 
consider the question of a home- 
land to make progress on the 
genera] problem, Mr. Labadi said. 

“The PLO still holds that cer- 
tain conditions are necessary for 
a just and durable peace in the 
Middle East: Israeli withdrawal 
from the territories occupied in 
1967, recognition of the legiti- 
mate rights of the Palestinians, 
an end to the settlement policy 
in the occupied areas, the stop- 
ping of immigration to Israel and 
the repatriation of the Palestin- 
jans expelled in 1948," he said.

New Israeli Tank Is Designed 


To Carry Troops Into Batile 
By Dial Torgerson 


USALEM, May 16—Because 
President Carter said so. Is- 
rael has finally admitted offi-~ 
cially that it is building its own 
tank—e radical design unlike any 
main battle tank in the world. 

The fact that it is making 2 
revolutionary tank is ali that was 
confirmed by Israeli officials, 
although details of the tank's 
characteristics have been report- 
ed earHer in military journals in 
the United States and elsewhere. 

The tank, called the Chariot, 
differs from most tanks m 2 
number of respects: 

@ In addition to its crew it 
can carry 10 soldiers, making it 
a combination tank-armored per- 
sonnel carrier. 

© Τὸ has an engine in front. 
All tanks standard to modern 
armies have rear engines. 

4 Because of the front-engine 
design, the crew and passengers 
exit through doors at the back, 
instead of out the twret or 
hatches at the front. This makes 


it easier for troops to enter and 


Jeave and safer for the crew to 
escape if the tank is hit. 
‘Innovative Design" 

A TS. tank expert has called 
it “the only truly innovative tank 
design developed in. decades.” 

In the early days of the Yom 
Elppur war of 1973, Israeli tanks 
operating without infantry were 
hard hit by Egyptian troops using 
new anti-tank missiles. Tenk- 
warfare philosophy holds that 
armor must be accompanied by 
friendly infantry for protection. 

The US.-NATO theory is to 
have armored personnel carriers 
with troops aboard to accompany 
tank forces. The personnel car- 
riers are less heavily armored 
than tanks and are 2 Hability’ 
in action. The Chariot concept 
would mean that one vehicle—s 


a 


tank with a squad of troops in- 
side—could do both jobs. 

The existence of the new tank 
has been known in Israel since 
last year. Military authorities 
would discuss it off the record 
with newsmen and then, for the 
record, officially deny that it 
existed. 


On Friday, President Carter 
2pproved U.S. assistance to Israel 
in producing the Chariot, among 
other arms agreements between 
the two countries. After he men- 
tioned it, Defense Minister 
Shimon Peres, making an elec- 
tion appearance in his campaign 
for prime minister on the Labor 
party ticket, mentioned the fact 
that Israel was producing its own 
tank. 

Existence Confirmed 

Officials of the Israeli defense 
forces headquarters then con- 
firmed its existence. 

There is no indication how 
Taany Chariots Israel 15 capabie 
of producing. Tank building re- 
quires the ability to cast huge 
sections of hardened steel for 
the tank’s hull. Israel has a 
growing steel industry but has 
never attempted anything as dif- 
ficult as tanks before.

U.S. Open to Micronesian Independence Bid 


By Don Oberdorler 


WASHINGTON, May 16 (WP1. 
—The Carter administration has 
decided to .seek expedited nero- 
tiations to end the 30-year U.S. 
trusteeship of Micronesia and, 
for the first time, it is willing 
to consider early independence 
for the vast mid-Pacific domain. 

Officials from the ‘National 
Security Council and the State, 
Defense, Interior, Commerce and 
Justice Departments will present 
the U.S. position to political 
leaders of the Micronesian Is- 
lands during talks in Honolulu 
beginning Wednesday. 

The United States took the 
islands from Japan in World War 
TT and has ruled them since 1947 
under a UN mandate, 

The new U.S. position on Μ|- 
cronesia's future was worked out 
by executive departments and 
approved by President Carter 
several weeks ago in a National 
Security Council policy paper, 
officials said. 

A Free Association 

The United States still prefers 
8 “free association"—an arrange- 
ment under which Micronesians 
handle their internal affairs but 
place foreign relations and de- 
fense in U.S. bands. However, 
full independence is now con- 
sidered a permissible option if 
that is what the islanders want. 

State Department officials be- 
lieve that strong U.S. treaty ties 
and other close relations would 
be likely if the Micronesians opt 
for imdependence. U.S. military 
and Goast Guard support is nec- 
essary for the unarmed Micro- 
nesiams to protect and patrol 
their waters, and U.S. financial 
support is a mainstay of their 


economy. 

The close ties the French and 
British maintain with some of 
their former colonies, including 
emall states that depend heavily 
on them for support, are consider- 
ed possible models for a future 
US.-Micronesian relationship. 

In 1975, the northern Marianas

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Australians Fear Chronic Economy Malaise

MELBOURNE. Mar 16 (NYT). 
Australians, tha have long 
thought of themselves as a lucky 
people, blessed with enormous 
Datural resources and an unusial- 
Iy comfortable style of living, have 
become embattled im ἃ seemingiy 
endless fight against inflation. un- 
employment and recession. 

The country’s prolonged slump 
has aroused fears that Australia 
has “the English sickness.” 2 
reference to Eritain’s chronic 
economic malaise. 

“Now it has become the Aus- 
tralian disease." remarked Aus~ 
tralian banker who travels widely 
overseas. “Given all our advan- 
tages. it 15 self-inflicted. 2 product 
of our own self-induizence.” 

There are some smail encourag- 
ine sigms of recovery. The con- 
Bumer price index for the first 
quarter of the year rose only 23 
per cent. the smallest increase in 
four years. Investment in min- 
ing. which makes up 40 per ccat 
of Australia’s exports. has begun 
to rise. 


Easy Days Gone 

Ἐπὶ mosi Australians still seem 
preoccupied with the ¢conomy. 
and some knowledgeable persons 
wonder whether the country 15 
yeady to recognize that the easy 
days of the post-World War 11 
boom here are gone forever. 

“The greatest mistake was that 
most of us believed we had in 
made," said Rod Carnegie. the 
chairman of Conzinc Riotiuto of 
Australia, the country’s second 
largest company. “There was a 
climate where people felt there 
was unlimited wealth, automatic 
prosperity and automatic im- 
provement in Hving standards, 
‘We were wrong.” 

Since 1973. wages in Australia 
have increased 75 per cent and 
are now said to be the hizhest in 
the world. counting a series of 
mandatory extra benefits. In the 
fame period, productivity. a mea- 
sure of improvement in industriat 
efficiency. has actually declined. 
Some studies show productivity in 
Australia’s outmoded manufactu:- 
ing industry, which is protected 
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by high tariffs to make up for 
its small internal market, ts lewer 
than Britains. 


Although inflation has been” 


reduced in the United States since 
the worst days of 1974, in Aus- 
tralia it was still 13.6 per cent 
over the last 12 months. 


Jobless Rate 


Unemployment among the 14 
million Australians is at 54 per 
cent, a relatively low rate in the 
United States but one of the 
highest here since the 1930s. In 
Newcastle. an industrial port on 
the east coast, up to 40 per cent 
of the city’s 200.000 residents are 
said to be affected by layoffs in 
the steel mills and shipyards. 

Strikes by the well-organized 
aud sometimes Commmunist-led 
unions hare become imcreasingly 
disruptive. Recently Melbourne,

Apart: from his eight hours of 
interrogation last year, the.editor 
has so far. retatned his freedom, 
probably because he is’ outspoken 
in his opposition to. the’ use af 
violence to bring racial change. 
But bis commentaries, as crisply 
written as anything appearing in 
the South African press, have 
attacked government figures in 
terms that would have been un- 
thinkable; coming” from a black 
journalist, only a Jew years ago. 

Shortly after the outbreak of 
violence last year, for.example. he 
offered Prime Minister Jobn 
Vorster some advice on how to 
handle the conservatives in his 
Cabinet. ae 

“If he. is. concerned about the 
peaceful transformation of south- 
em Africa,” he wrote in his col- 

umn, “he must spell if out to the 
likes of M..C. Botha, Andries 
Treurnicht and Connie Mulder. 
that the days of good kaffirs and 
obedient blacks belong to the ox- 
wagon era, which is past, never 
to return.” 

If, the tone is a change for 
the World, which has been pub- 
Ushing for nearly 50 years. it is 
no less a shift for Mr. Qoboza. 
Although his own background in- 
cludes hardships common among 
blacks, he credits his political 
awakening to the period he spent, 
in 1975 and last year, as a Neiman 
fellow at Harvard University. . 

“When I arrived there,” he re- 
called recently, “I found it hard 
to adjust to the fact thet I was 
living in a free society, When I 


went down to Harvard Square for, 


a meal I was tempted to look 
in the window of Β. place, to see 


if there were any blacks inside, | 


before going in. The experience 
forced me*to look at myself, and 
¥ was surprised to find that I was 
an Uncle Tom.” 

Returning to South Africa, Mr, 
Qoboze said, “I found myself com- 
pletely maladjusted. quite unable 
to accept the things that -had 
seemed quite normat!-before.”

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The Invisible Immigrants 


Milegal Alien: The words bring to mind a 
tonely wader in the Rio Grande, night filght 
from the sirens of the border patrol. stoop 
work in the lettuce fields. But reality has 
outdistanced the image. Ten per cent of the 
population of Mexico is now in the United 
States unlawfully. legal aliens also fly 
from South America and the Caribbean to 
metropolitan airports, Pakistanis with Com- 
monwealth passports arrive by ferry in 
Detroit. In New York Clty there may be as 
many as 350,000 illicit entrants from tne 
Dominican Republic alone. The statistics 
are necessarily sketchy. but estimates of the 
total run from 6 to 10 million. somewhere 
near the number of Americans unemployed 
—though unemployment would not vanish 
tf the illegals all went home. Most of chese 
immigrants work for substandard wages at 
jobs U.S. workers usually disdain, but more 
than a million work at semiskilled pay levels. 

The problem is not only economic but 
social. Tiegal imigration is believed to he 
tuereasing at a rate of about ἃ million en- 
trants 2 year. The children of the present 
Niegals may number 15 million in 10 years. 
adding to the burdens of cities that have yet 
tn adjust to the postwar immigration from 
the rural South. 

The United States has admitted 3.5 million 
legal immigrants in the last 10 years. and 
continues to take in about 350,000 annually. 
With the goat of holding all immizration to 
Jegal channels. a Cabinet group has recom- 
mended that President Carter adopt a pro- 
gram that includes increased manpower for 
border patrols. civil actions against em- 
ployers who hire illegal aliens. and amnesty 
for some of the illegals already in the United 
States. Congress will take up tne matter 
this month. 

The migrants come to the United States 
for one obvious reason: They are poor and 
the United States is rich. Unlike other in- 
dustrial nations, we live close to poor coun- 
tries and have long, undefended borders. 
Barbed wire and searchlights are repugnant 
to us: increased border patrols may increase 
the number of illegal migrants caught and 
ceported—now 900.000 a year—but they can- 
not solve the problem. 

Some of the aliens want to earn money 
and return home: others seek to stay, The 
Carter Cabinet group recommended amnesty 
for those “with an equity in the society"— 
for example, people who have worked here 
for five years with good records. While 
amnesty would avoid the international ten- 
sion of mass deportations, finding, identify- 
ing and deporting all the illegal aliens al- 


ready here would be almost impossible. 
Amnesty, in fact, would only increase the 
problem unless it is coordinated with new 
controls. And what of the majority of aliens, 
who do not seek citizenship? The Labor 
Department says simply that they remain a 
police problem. The Carter Cabinet group 
also suggests efforts by the State Depart- 
ment to encourage the countries of origin to 
stem the flow of migrants. Economic aid 
and concessions to create jobs in the poor 
countries might help. but such moves would 
be resisted by organized labor if jobs were 
lost in the United States as a result. 

Perhaps the most important recommenda- 
tion of the Cabinet group was that employ- 
ers be forced to stand watch on immizrants. 
A ΠῚ now before the House would prescribe 
fines and imprisonment for employers who 
hire illegal immigrants, The idea sounds 
just, but it invites discrimination against al] 
Spanish-speaking workers unless the govern- 
ment can create an identification system 
that distinguishes between the legal immi- 
grant and the illegal. 

One key to such 8 system would be ἃ fool- 
proof. forge-proof identification card. The 
Economic Development Council has proposed 
universal Social Security numbering at birth. 
with the numbers retired at death. Since 
Social Security numbers are already required 
for all jobs and bank accounts. this would 
impose no new burden or stigma. But this, 
too, is no immediate answer: the necessary 
data system would not be ready for years. 
Moreover, the prerequisite documents for ac- 
quiring numbers, such as birth certificates, 
ean be faked. 

Finally. an identification system could 
work only if forge-proof cards were issued 
to all Americans. This, in turn. would arouse 
fears that the “work card” might become a 
kind of internal passport, facilitating other 
restrictions. Obviously any national iden- 
tity card carries unpleasant connotations 
and is not popular with Congress. But in 


fact. Social Security cards have never been . 


kmown to restrict the civil liberties of 
Americans. 

If not such a system, what then? Until 
now, the fast-growing problem of ἁ 1658] 
aliens has been virtually ignored by the 
federal government. The true costs are just 
being recognized. At last, Cabinet depart- 
ments have begun to discuss the matter and 
to consult each other. Those who reject. 
their gradual approach must assume the 
burden of proposing an alternative.

A Fire in Saudi Arabia 


That ofl fire in Saudi Arabia is an un- 
welcome reminder of an extremely disquiet- 
img reality. Some 40 per cent of the world’s 
ol flows out of the Gulf countries, The 
economic—and political— stability of every 
major country in the world except Russia 
and China now depends on that flow. The 
fire has shut down a pipeline carrying some 
6 million barrels a day, one-tenth of the 
world's total production. Was that fire an 
accident? 

No one Enows yet. If it was merely an 
accident. and if if can be repaired within a 
week or two. there will be no effect at all 
on ΟἹ] supplies around the world. With the 
coming of spring. in fact, there is currently 
an oversupply of oi] in the Gulf. A brief 
interruption can be easily absorbed. But 
there are other possibilities. 

In December the Saudis made themselves 
unpopular with the rest of the Organization 
of Petroleum Exporting Countries by refus- 
ing to go along with the full price increase 
that most of the others set. But the United 
States wanted the Saudis to keep prices 
down. The American connection is crucial 
τὸ the Saudis because, in the last analysis. 
they haven't any other defender against 
their larger and more heavily armed neigh- 
pars. Since Saudi prices are now lower than 
those of the other major exporters. Saudi 
production is rising while most of the others: 
is flat or falling. The quarrel over prices 
is apparently being resolved. but in the 
meantime the Saudis have taken a larger 
share of the world market. You could draw 
up a long list of governments and political 
movements that have an interest in slowing 
down Saudi ofl production. 

It wouldn't be the first time that a pipe- 


line in that part of the world suffered a 
political breakdown. In early 1970 the 
Trans Arabian Pipeline, carrying Saudi crude 
ΟἹ] to the eastern Mediterranean ports. was 
ruptured in Syria. At first, the explanation 
was that a tractor had accidentally backed 
into it. But the Syrians refused to let it be 
tepaired. The effect was to creaté a short- 
age in the Mediterranean market. That 
turned out to be greatly heipful to the new 
revolutionary government of Libya, which 


” nad just opened price negotiations with the 


major oil companies. Libya won a substan- 
tial increase. In retrospect, it is clear that 
the Libyan negotiations, and the ruptured 
pipeline, were the beginning of the aston- 
tshingly rapid process by which the Arab 
governments wrested control of pricing away 
from the oii companies, 

But it’s also very possible that the Saudi 
fire is only an accident after all, The Saudi 
production and delivery system is a thing of 
vast technical complexity and, as exparts 
tise, its under increasing strain. Accidents 
can happen—and they can be very big acci- 
dents. 

Americans like to think that their govern- 
ment has control of energy policy. They 
assume, comfortably. that energy policy is 
something that President Carter proposes in 
ἃ Speech and that Congress spends the sum- 
mer debating. But there's more to it than 
that. A lot of our energy policy is being 
made in Saudi Arabla. That fire in the 
Pipeline sends a message. Translated. it 
says that we dont have all the time in the 
world to cut down our dependence on im- 
ported oll, and to diversify our sources of 


supply.

N.Y. Proposes to End Stock Transfer Tax 


NEW YORK, May 18 '1AT!. 
—Fearing a large-scale exodus of 
the securities industry, New 
York City is. proposing to. phase 
out the impact of its stock 
twansier tax over four years 
beginning July 1, 1818. 

Because the revenue from the 
tax is pledged to debt service on 
Municipal Assistance Corp. bonds, 
the tax would continue to be 
collected but the money paid 
would be returned as 8 tax 
credit or refund. 

The tax is imposed on sales or 
transfers of stock mace within 
the state. The tax rate. up to 
6 1 4 cents a share, varies with 
the number and price of shares 
in the transaction It is the 
only such tax in the count. 
In general. the tax is paid br 
the seller of shares and collected 
ut the time the transaction is 


cleared. The city expects the 
stock transfer tax to yield $224 
miilion in its fiseal rear starting 


July b 


In releasing the proposal over 
the weekend, officials asked the 
state to indemnify the city for 
one-half of the revenue that 
would be lost exch year. Other- 
wise, they said, the city could 
only afford to cut the stock 
transfer tax in half. The city is 
proposing to phase out the tax 
over four years at the rate of 
35 per cent 3 year. Ending the 
tax requires state legislation.

There have been 
too many changes in paradise 
since the days when my father- 
in-law was running around with 
such people as Zane Grey. who 
loved to fish here, Even as late 
as the ‘50s, life in Tahiti was 
dirt cheap. ‘These days it’s said 
to be the most expensive place 
on earth. More expensive than 
Paris or Tokyo or New York. 
Everytime I see how much 
things cost. I have to shake my

military showed up with 50,000 
men, turning the area into their 
atomic testing site.

“venienced’ just to'say it.” 

Generally speaking, the tour- 
ists who come to paradise are 
an older group who can afford 
the prices, although there is a 
young boat population along the 
waterfront, These are the 
more adventurous souls who 
prefer a 30-40 day sail without 
Seeing Jand from Hawaii to 
here, instead of 10 hours on the 
jumbo jets that fly in regularly.
